A Quick Look at the Remote 


A QUICK LOOK AT THE REMOTE CONTROL 


DISPLAY — Press during playback 
to briefly display the elapsed time 
and disc remaining time. 



*STOP/* — Press to 
stop disc play. 


For audio CDs, a 
second press 
resumes playback. 


*PLAY/^ — Press to begin disc 
play and select menu items. 


ANGLE — Press to access various 
camera angles on a disc. If the disc 
does not contain multiple camera 
angles, ^appears. 

SUBTITLE — Press to briefly 
show the subtitle banner. If the 
disc was not created with 
subtitles, ^appears. 


ZOOM — Press to enlarge a 
picture to 1 .25, 2, 3, or 4 times 
the original size. 

RETURN — Returns you to 
the normal display from the 
screen saver mode. 


Number Buttons — Use to input 
information such as chapter 
numbers, track numbers, or to make 
on some menu screens. 


SETUP — Press to display the 
setup menu main page. 


A/ ▼/ ◄/ ► — Use to move through 
the onscreen menus. To highlight a 
menu item, press A, T, ◄, or ►. 
Then press ENTER to select it. 


MENU — Displays the DVD 
player’s root menu. 


REPEAT — Press to display the 
Repeat info banner. You can 
repeat part or all of a chapter, 
track, or disc. 


A-B — Lets you repeat a portion 
the disc from a designated point (A) 
to another designated point (B). 
REW/'*^ — Press during playback 
to fast reverse through a disc. 


FF/^^ — Press during playback 
fast forward through a disc. 


SLOW — Advances picture slowly. 


*SKIP+/^^* — Press to search 
forward through a disc during 
playback. Advances forward one 
chapter or track at a time. 


*SKIP-/M^ — Press to search 
backward through a disc during 
playback. Advances backward 
one chapter or track at a time. 


AUDIO — Lets you select a 
different language during DVD 
playback. If the disc was authored 
without multiple languages, ^ 


appears.

Installing the DVD Player 
IN A Vehicle 

1 . Make sure the DVD player is securely fastened in the 
carrying case. 

2. Pull down the panel on the back of the carrying case 
and reattach it, aligning the velcro strip to the catch 
panel. 

3. Attach one of the supplied straps to the carrying case 
and hang the strap over the back of the headrest. 

4. Attach one strap to each loop on the bottom of each 
side of the carrying case. 

5. Wrap the straps around the bottom front of your seat 
and attach them together. The configuration varies 
depending on your car seat. 

6. Secure the DVD player by adjusting the straps to the 
appropriate length for your car seat. 

Connecting Vehicle Battery Power 

You can power the DVD player from your vehicle’s 1 2V 
power source (such as a cigarette-lighter socket) using the 
supplied DC adapter. -I- 

1 . Unzip the middle zipper on the carrying case to insert 
the adapter plug into the jack. 

2. Connect the supplied DC adapter cord’s barrel plug to 
the DC IN jack on the back of the DVD player. 

3. Connect the other end of the adapter to the vehicle’s 
cigarette lighter socket. ! 

Connecting Headphones 

The DVD player has two Vs-inch (3.5 mm) headphones 
jacks on the right side of the screen panel for private 
listening. Connect the supplied stereo headphones’ 

Vs inch (3.5 mm) plug(s) into the and/or jack(s).^

Listening Safeiy 

To protect your hearing, follow 

these guidelines when you use 

headphones. 

• Set the volume to the lowest 
setting before you begin 
listening. After you begin 
listening, adjust the volume to a 
comfortable level. 

• Do not listen at extremely high 
volume levels. Extended high- 
volume listening can lead to 
permanent hearing loss. 

• Once you set the volume, do not 
increase it. Over time, your ears 
adapt to the volume level, so a 
volume level that does not cause 
discomfort might still damage 
your hearing.

BASIC OPERATION 

Loading and Playing a DVD 

Compatible Disc Types 

Your DVD player plays DVD discs, Audio CD discs, and 

most CD-R discs/CD-RW discs. Before you load a disc, 

make sure it is compatible with the player. 

The following discs cannot be used with this player: 

• Video CD discs 

• Laserdiscs and mini discs 

• CD-I, CD-ROM (computer-only discs), DVD-ROM 

• Discs recorded using other broadcast standards (PAL 
or SECAM). 

• CD-G discs play audio only, not graphics. 

Loading and Playing a Disc 

1 . Slide the DVD’s locking latch in the direction of the 
arrow, and lift up the DVD player’s upper case. 

2. To turn the power on, slide POWER to ON. The DVD 
player’s POWER indicator lights. 

3. Open the disc tray by pressing OPEN at the lower right 
of the disc tray. 

4. Place a disc in the tray with the disc’s label facing up 
(double-sided discs have content on both sides, so you 
can place either side up). Make sure the disc fully seats 
on the tray’s spindle. 

5. Press CLOSE at the right side of the tray door until it 
clicks shut. 

6. Press PLAY ►, located on the right side of the disc tray 
or on the remote. The DVD player reads the disc’s table 
of contents, and then one of following happens 
depending on how the disc was programmed: 

• The disc starts playing. 

• The disc menu appears on the screen. One of the 
options starts disc play. Highlight that option using 
^ /▼/ "4 or ►. Press ENTER on the remote. 

7. Rotate BRIGHT and VOLUME to adjust the LCD’s 
brightness and the DVD player’s volume. 

8. To stop playing a disc, press STOP ■.

• When you stop playing a disc, the DVD player 
remembers where you stopped. 

• When you press PLAY ► to start playing the disc 
again, the player picks up where you left off unless 
you press STOP ■ again, removed the disc, or 
unplugged the DVD player. 

9. To turn off the DVD player, press POWER on the DVD 
player. The DVD player’s POWER indicator turns off. 

Removing a Disc 

To remove a disc, use your thumb to hold down the spindle 
while placing other fingers on the recess at the upper right 
and lifting up the edge of the disc. 


OTHER CONNECTIONS 

You can connect your DVD player to a TV, a TV and Audio/ 
Video receiver, a camcorder, a game system console, or a 
digital camera. 


Connecting to a TV 

Position cables properly to avoid audio 
interference. 

• Insert each cable firmly into the 
designated jack. 

• If you place components above the TV, 
route all cables down the side of the 
back of the TV instead of straight 
down the middle of the back of the TV. 

• If your antenna uses 300-ohm twin 
lead cables, do not coil the cables. 
Also, keep the twin lead cables away 
from audio/video cables. 

1 . Connect the supplied A/V cable’s two- 
plug end to the OUTPUT VIDEO / AUDIO 
jacks on the back of the DVD player. 
The yellow plug is VIDEO. Black is 
AUDIO. 

2. Connect the supplied A/V cable’s 
three-plug end to an A/V cable (not 
supplied) connected to your TV. Match 
the cable by color code if possible.

Xy NOTE ^ 

• Some TVs do not have an RCA 
or S-Video jack, they only have a 
coaxial antenna jack. In this 
case, you must purchase an RF 
modulator (not supplied, 
available at your local 
RadioShack store). 

• When you connect the DVD 
player to a TV, the DVD player’s 
display and speakers remain on. 
To turn off the display, slide OFF/ 
ON under the screen to OFF. 

• You may turn the DVD player’s 
volume to the minimum level 
when listening to the TV’s 
speaker. 


If not, match the supplied cable’s yellow connector to 
the VIDEO connection, red to AUDIO RIGHT, and white 
to AUDIO LEFT.O' 

Connecting to a TV and Amplifier 

You can also connect the DVD player to a TV and to a 
stereo amplifier to enjoy high quality stereo sound. 

1 . Connect the supplied A/V cable’s two-plug end to the 
OUTPUT VIDEO / AUDIO jacks on the back of the DVD 
player. 

2. Connect the supplied A/V cable’s three-plug end to an 
A/V cable (not supplied). Connect the yellow (VIDEO) 
cable to VIDEO IN on your TV. Connect the red 
connector (AUDIO RIGHT) and white connector 
(AUDIO LEFT) to your A/V receiver. 

TV MONITOR 
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Connecting to a Camcorder, 

Game Console, or Digital Camera 

You can connect a camcorder for video playback, or a 
digital camera to view pictures. For this connection, if you 
have not connected the OUTPUT jacks to a TV, use the 
supplied audio/video cable for this connection. 


NOTE 

Some game systems have a 
proprietary output cable. Follow 
your game system’s hookup 
instructions to send audio/video to 
the DVD player. 


1 . Connect the supplied A/V cable’s 
two-plug end to the 

INPUT VIDEO / AUDIO jacks on the 
back of the DVD player. When 
you plug into VIDEO (INPUT), the 
DVD player will be disabled. 

2. Connect the supplied A/V 
cable’s three-plug end to an A/V 
cable (not supplied). Connect 
the yellow (VIDEO) cable to 
VIDEO OUT on your 
Camcorder, digital 
camera, or game 
console. Connect the red 
connector (AUDIO 
RIGHT) and white connector 
(AUDIO LEFT) to the device’s 
AUDIO OUT. 



Connecting a Game Console 

If you are connecting a game system console, you may 
need to connect a DC to AC inverter (not supplied, available 
from RadioShack). ^ 

Connecting AC Power for 
Indoor Use 

You can power the DVD player using the supplied 9V, 1 .2 A 
AC adapter. + 

1 . To use the DVD player indoors, connect the supplied 
AC adapter’s barrel plug into the DC IN jack. 

2. Lift up the AC plug module’s two blades and insert the 
AC plug to a standard AC outlet.

ADVANCED FEATURES 

Menus 

Using Different Menus 

Each disc is programmed with different features. There are 
three separate menu paths that you can use to access 
features: 

• The Disc menu — The Disc menu is part of each disc 
and is separate from the DVD player’s menu. The 
contents of each Disc menu varies according to how 
the disc was authored and what features are included. 
Press MENU on the remote (while a disc is playing) to 
view the the Disc menu. Press MENU again to turn off 
the Disc menu. 

• The DVD player’s Info Display — The Info Display 
appears across the top of the screen when a disc is 
playing. It can only be accessed while you are playing a 
disc. Press DISPLAY on the remote to turn Info Display 
on and off. 

• The DVD player menu — The DVD player’s menu 
system is accessed only when a disc isn’t playing. It 
appears automatically when you press STOP/" on the 
remote or the DVD player. 

A feature only works if the disc was programmed with that 
feature. For example, if you choose subtitles on the Info 
Display, the subtitles only appear if the disc was created 
with subtitles. If a menu item is “grayed out”, that feature is 
not available. 

Using a Disc Menu 

A disc may have an on-screen menu that is separate from 
the DVD player’s menu system and on-screen Info Display. 
The disc menu might only contain a list of the titles and 
chapters, or it may allow you to change features such as 
language and playback settings. 

Although the content and operation of disc menus vary from 
disc to disc, the following example gives you an idea of what 
to expect. 

1 . While the disc is playing, press MENU on the remote. 
The disc menu appears. 

2. Press or ▼ to highlight the section of the disc menu 
you want to choose, and press ENTER on the remote. 
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3. Press or ▼ to select a language, and press ENTER on 
the remote. 

4. Press MENU on the remote to resume playback. ^ 

DVD Playback Features 

Fast Motion Playback 
(Picture Scan) 

You can search in forward or reverse mode. 

1 . Press ^ (reverse) or ►► (forward) on the remote during 
playback to search through a disc. 

2. Press the button again on the remote to search at the 
next speed. Picture Scan has 5 speeds. With each 
consecutive press of the button, the search speed 
increases. 

3. Press PLAY/ ► on the remote to resume normal 
playback. 

Freeze Frame 

1 . Press II PAUSE on the remote once to freeze playback. 

2. Press PLAY/ ► to resume normal playback. 

Slow Motion Playback 

Press SLOW on the remote for slow motion playback. 

Press the button again to decrease the speed. Each time 
you press SLOW, the playback speed decreases (see 
“Playback Speed” to the right). 

You may also press PLAY/ ► to return to normal speed. 

Skipping Chapters 

Use SKIP + ►« to go to the next chapter and SKIP - to go 
to the previous chapter. 

Subtitles 

When a DVD is recorded with subtitles, you can use the 
Subtitle feature to view the subtitles on-screen. To turn 
subtitles on: 

1 . Press SUBTITLE on the remote. The Info banner 
displays the default subtitle language and the number 
of subtitle languages available. If no subtitles are 
available, (3’ appears. 


ty NOTE yy 

Any settings you change on the 
disc menu override the default 
settings in the DVD player’s menu 
temporarily. Default settings are 
can be changed in the DVD 
player’s menu system. To change 
the default settings, see “Setting 
Up Defaults” on Page 20.

When you play a disc, the player’s 
default audio language is selected. 
If the disc does not contain this 
language, the disc’s default 
language Is automatically selected. 
This feature is disc-dependent, and 
may not work with all DVDs. 

Changing the Camera Angie 

• This feature only works when a 
DVD has been recorded with a 
multi-camera angle system. 


3. To turn subtitles off, press SUBTITLE until the subtitles 
disappear. 

Changing the Audio Language 

When a DVD is recorded with multiple sound tracks, you 
can use the Audio feature to temporarily change the audio 
language (the language of the sound track). 

1 . During disc playback, press AUDIO on the remote (the 
audio language banner appears if the disc is 
programmed for a different audio language. Otherwise 
(3” appears). 

2. Continue pressing AUDIO to scroll through available 
languages. ^ 

Changing the Camera Angle 

Some DVDs contain multiple angles of a particular scene or 
sequence. Follow these steps to change the camera angle. 

1 . During disc playback, press ANGLE on the remote. The 
current and total angle numbers appear.
